It is no secret that Mr. Lind wel- 
comed the summons to meet his chief 
for personal counsel.

Plans for 
chamber of commerce 
public welfare bureau in charge of a 
paid expert and which all philan- 
thropic and charitable organizations 
would be asked to join, were made last 
night at a meeting of men and women 
representing the chamber and the 
women’s organizations which aided 
the recent child welfare exhibit. 

At the meeting held in the assembly 
room of the Piedmont hotel and at- 
tended by about thirty enthusiastic 
workers, President Wilmer L. Moore, 
of the chamber of commerce, delared 
that the bureau ought to handle all 
matters of sanitation and charitable 
work and ought to have control of the 
work now under the city bord of 
health. He declared that if necessary 
the question of takine over the beard 
of health work should be put to a 
vote of the people. 

Disease Preventable. 

“Reputable physicians have declared 
that 50 per cent of the deaths in At- 
lanta from diseases could be prevent- 
ed,”” asserted Mr. Moore, “and yet our 
board of health has done nothing. Un- 
der the lamentable board system noth- 
ing will be done. 

“We must reach the remedy some 
way. The chamber of commerce has 
been quietly working to this end and 
if this work cannot be taken from the 
board system in any other way that it 
should be put before the people for a 
referendum vote.” 

Mr. Moore declared that politics 
necessarily entered into the board sys- 
tem, and in what he said he was in- 
dorsed by Dr. John P. Kennedy, cify 
health officer, and by Dr. Clau 
Smith, city bacteriologist, both of 
whom attended the meeting. 

The plan for a public welfare bu- 
reau was outlined by Linton Hopkins, 
who told of what the Cleveland Cham- 
ber of Commerce did some years ago 
on the plan suggested for Atlanta. 

President Moore in Charge. 

President Moore was authorized by 
vote of those present to appoint a 
committee of ten men and women to 
investigate the feasibility of the 
Cleveland plan. By tnanimous vote 
Mr. Moore was requésted to become 
chairman of the committee,.to which 


he acceded. 

The new bureau would look after 
the negro houses in Atlanta and see 
that they are kept sanitary and would 
also have charge of the pure milk 
problem, while all contributions to 
philanthropies and charities which

WILL RESULT, HE SAYS 


Insanitary Tenements for 
Negroes Held Partly Re- 
sponsible for Present Con- 
ditions in Address of U. S. 
Expert. 


Declaring that the men of the south 
give but one-third to one-half the 
protection to the women as do the 
men of other sections, Dr. Charles 
Waddell Stiles, of the United States 
public health service, in his speech 
before the members of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science and the public at Taft hall 
Tuesday night, made a graphic plea 
for “a square deal” for southern 
mothers. 

He declared that insanitary 
tions and the lack of adequate race 
segregation in the south are largely 
responsible for the spread of disease, 


) which increases greatly the sufferings

In connection with the subject of 
race segregation, Dr. Stiles pointed 
out that the negro is very weak when 
in the grasp of tuberculosis, while a 
white man may live long with the 
disease. The reverse, he said, is the 
case with malaria. The living of mem- 
bers of the two races in elose prax- 
imity to each he showed greatly 
spreads both these and other diseases. 

Dr. Stiles’ Address. 
In part Dr. Stiles spoke as follows: 


“The first important pzuacticarepefmit * 


Il wisn to make is that ven the pres- 
ent unnatural existenceg of two races, 
the white and the biack, here in the 
south in their present \existing pro- 
portions, both races are living under 
biological and medical handicaps that 
are unequaled in any oper part of 
the country. We may lk as much 
as we may wish about harmony 
co-operation begjween the races, inter- 
racial competition is more in accord 
with natural law than is inter-racial 
co-operation, and that type of co-oper- 
ation which is biologicaily and medi- 
cally in the interest of both races ig 
for them to Keep as far apart and 
as distinct as possible. Given the 
present sanitary conditions, the more 
closely the two races are brought into 
contact, the more will each race act 
as a reservoir of its own diseases tv 
the other race, the greater will be 
their borrowed death rates, and the 
greater will be the strain from un- 
necessary sickness and death to which 
the southern mothers, both white and 
black, will be subjected 

‘The second practical point to 
which I wish to invite your attention 
is, therefore, that the movement that 
has started in various places in the 
south to segregate each race in cer- 
tain city blocks, or in certain portions 
of the city, or in certain portions of 
the county, has a distinct biological 
and medical basis of far-reaching im- 
portance and of scientific soundness. 
Since this movement will undoubted- 
ly eventually result in a reduction of 
certain alien race diseases, it is a 
movement in the line of making for 
better health and a lowered death 
rate, hence it is distinctly in the in- 
terest of health of the southern moth- 
er, for it is upon her in particular that 
the strain falls in case of sickness 
and death in our families. Any south- 
ern man, white or black, who is loyal 
to the women of his race, owes his 
hearty support to this movement for 
the segregation of the races. 


Fewer Cases of Malaria. 


“As an instance in point, it is clear 
to the biologist that the more complete 
this segregation, the fewer cases of 
malaria we may expect to have among 
the white population. Malaria is not 
aw Rite man’s disease. The negro has 
been accustomed to it for so many gen- 
erations that he does not suffer from 
its effects so much as does the white 
person, hence the negro naturally peo 
as a great malaria carrier or reservoj 
and he gives an abundant infection to 
the malaria-bearing mosquitoes. It so 
happens that these mosquitoes do not, 
in general, make very long flights. 
If, now, the white and the negro habi- 
tations are close to each other, there is

Not a Black Man's Disease. 


“Consumption is another disease in 
point. This is not a black mans dis- 
ease, and when he becomes infected, 
he dies more quickly than does the 
white patient; accordingly, although a 
case of given intensity in a negro is 
not less dangerous from a standpoint 
of spreading than is the case of the 
same intensity in a white patient, the 
white consumptive acts as a distribu- 
tor of the germs a greater number of 
months or years, since he withstands 
the disease better. Hence, a segrega- 
tion of the races under proper condi- 
tions would eventually result in a de- 
crease in the number of initial tuber- 
cular infections of negroes from the 
whites. It would also result In a de- 
crease of retransmission the ne- 
groes to the whites and would thus 
benefit bath races. 

“In connection with this

Long Time to Recover. 
‘Since it takes between one and two

Why is it, I 
wonder, that the church blinds the 
eves of a wife by blaming upon the 
Lord acts for - which her husband and 
the local politician, whom her husband 
helped to elect to office, are alone re- 
sponsible? 

“Ts it not time that blame be placed 
where it belongs? Why hold the Lord 
responsible for the blindness of a child 
due to prenuptial wild oats of its 
father? Why be satisfied with trying 
to comfort a mourning mother by tell- 
ing her that it is the Lord’s will that 
her baby died of dysentery, and then 
still permit that miserable, insanitary, 
condition next door to 
existence?”

At the meeting of the entomology 
section, Dr. L. O. Howard, United 
States entomologist, read a .compre- 
hensive paper upon the present status 
of gipsy moth parasites in New Eng- 
land. Dr. Howard told a remarkable 
story of how the New England farm- 
ers are eradicating this pest by the 
importation of parasites which wage 
war upon the moths. 

The botanists’ section held their first 
meeting Tuesday in joint session with 
the American Phytopathological Socie- 
ty at the state capitol. The Botani- 
cal Society of America also met in 
the capitol, and considered matters 
purely relating to the science of bot- 
any. 

The social and economic science sec- 
tion of the association, which met at 
Tech, was by far the most important 
meeting of the day from the stand- 
point of general public interest. The

Plea for “Big Business.” 

At Tuesday session at Tech of the 
economic section of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence John Hays Hammond, retiring 
vice president of the section, read a 
paper upon the development of the 
foreign trade of the United States, in 
which he laid emphasis upon the fact 
that while the foreign trade of the 
United States is third in importance, 
and our export trade is second, it is 
urgent that the people of the United 
States take steps to strengthen and 
encourage our foreign trade. 

Arguing that in the future the man- 
ufacturing «products of this country 
will form the great bulk of the ex- 
ports, Mr. Hammond entered his pro- 
test against the restraint of “big 
business,” claiming that only by large 
producers can the chapest goods for 
foreign export be manufactured. 

In speaking of the strategic position 
which the United States occupies in 
relation to the Panama canal, he urged 
the abolition of the Monroe doctrine 
and the substitution of a Panama pro- 
tective alliance. 

He also urged a closer study of the 
economic wants of foreign markets 
and a rehabilitation of the merchant 
marine. '

International Commerce. 

The subject of the international com- 
merce of the United States was also 
discussed Tuesday morning before the 
economic section by Dr, George F. 
Kunz, of Tiffany & Co., New York. 

Dr. Kunz was for a more thorough 
commercial education for men who 
proposed to make a like work of deal- 
ing in foreign commerce. He urged a 
closer study of the likes and 
of the foreign people with whom the 
United States does business. He sugz- 
gested that such a study should go 
even so far as to familiarize one’s self 
with the personal characteristics of 
these people. 

As a means of obtaining such train- 
ing and knowledge, Dr. Kunz would 
establish a school for a two years’ 
course of commercial training, fol- 
lowed by a year’s travel in foreben 
countries for the purpose of observing 
foreign methods and becoming familiar 
with the people. Such a college, he 
said, should be equipped with a steam- 
er to be used as a sort of training 
ship. 

Commercial Education, 

The idea of commercial education 
was also stressed by Dr. J. F. Crowell, 
of The Wall Street Journal, at the 
same meeting. 

Dr. Crowell declared that colleges 
today are “too much up in the air.” 
The remedy he offered as follows: 

“Knowledge of the facts, grasp of 
the principles, and ability progressive- 
ly to apply the one to the other— 
these are the three points that deter- 
the plane on which commercial 
education must prove its worth.”

Scoring the inadequacy of the pub- 
lic school systems of the United 
States which spend annually $300,000,- 
000 and fail to meet the lifework 
needs of 90 per cent of the school 
children, Mrs. Charles H. Craigie, 
president of the Brooklyn Public Li- 
brary association, in her address be- 
fore the economic and sociological sec- 
tion of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science Tuesday 
afternoon, laid at the door of these 
schools the blame for the large per 
cent of the crime and moral turpitude 
of young people.

No New Charters Necessary. 
Regulation Is Announced by 
the Organizers. 


Washington, December 30.—Banks 
that enter the federal reserve system 
do not need to take out new charters, 
both state and national banks become 
members by making proper application 
and by becoming stockholders in fed- 
eral reserve banks, according to a 
reqmulation issued tonight by the re- 
serve bank organization committee. 

In its announcement the committee 
also declared that action by a board 
of directors is sufficient to bring a 
bank into the new system, but ad- 
vised that banks that wish to be on 
he safe side may sound out their 
stockholders. 

The Regulation. 

The regulation reads: 

“The federal reserve act provides for 
membership of banks operating under 
state charters as well as membership 
of national banks. No new charter is 
contemplated in either case. Eligible 
banks become members by becoming 
stockholders in federal reserve banks, 
when thelr applications have been prop- 
erly appreved and stock has been al- 
lotted to them. Such subscription to 
the capital stock of the federal re- 
serve bank appears to be a matter 
within the province of the board of 
directors of the subscribing bank. The 
organization committee, therefore, 
deems it unnecessary to require as a 
condition precedent to membership that 
the stockholders should take any form- 
al action. 

“Inasmuch, however, 
ers of a bank have 
necessary vote, to force a solvent bank 
to liquidate, and if dissatisfied with 
the action of the board in becoming 
members might exercise this preroga- 
banks desiring to take the pre- 
cautionary measure of canvassing the 
sentiment of the stockholders may, by 
resolution of their boards, submit the 
question to stockholders either at the 
next regular meeting or at a specially 
called meeting.

terested delegate to the gathering of 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 

Professor Duncan, in Pittsburg, is 
working on a problem which Atlanta 
has battled with for the past several 
years. The smoke nuisance in Greater 
Pittsburg, with its myriad iron and 
steel mills, became the joke of the 
nation. 

When the research laboratories of 
the University of Pittsburg were es- 
tablished, Professor Duncan, through 
his commercial scholarships, attacked 
the smoke problem from a chemical 
standpoint, and within the § limited 
time his men have been at work, has 
found out that smoke can be absorbed 
by Combustion and that soot from 
chimneys and high stacks can be util- 
ized for commercial purposes. 

The university laboratory has turn- 
ed out several monographs on the sub- 
ject of smoke combustion and has 
found out that “Pittsbure’s joke” can, 
in a certain measure, be commercial- 
ized. 

Professor Duncan is called the ‘bus- 
ineéss man’s friend.’ In his laborato- 
ries at Pittsburg he has research men 
at work on such problems as Detter 
hread, pure: milk, smoke consumption 
and like problems, which in the end 
accrue to the profits of the manufac- 
turer who tlaces a scholarship at the 
disposal of the research department 
of the university. 

An article in Collier’s Weekly, some 
months ago, on Professor Duncan de- 
scribed him as one of the fovoreinost 
men of science in America today, so 
far as his value to the people was 
concerned.
